No. 2760 -A. eluted 24th September, 1970.— An examination 
for admission to the Army, Navy and Air Force Wings of th# 
National Defence Academy shall be held by the Union Public 
Service Commission at such places and on such dates as may 
be specified in the Notice issued by the Commission in this 
behalf. The number of the course and the month of its 
commencement at the Academy and also the approximate 
number of vacancies to be offered for entry on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. 

2. Admission to the National Defence Academy will be 
made on the results of a written examination to be conducted 
by the Union Public Service Commission, and an interview 
by a Services Selection Board. 

3. Candidates should indicate in the application form their 
order of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service. Due consideration will be given to the prefer- 
ence expressed by a candidate at the time Of his application 
but the Government pf India reserve the right to assign him 
to any Service or branch of Service taking into consideration 
the vacancies available in each Service or branch and the 
aptitude of the Candidate. 

Note I.. — Sailors (including boys and artificer apprentices) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as their first 
preference. 

Note II— Candidates who have applied for the Indian 
Navy Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets 
into the Tndiap Navy must exercise their final option before 
admission to the National Defence Academy course. After 
admission they will not be considered for Special Entry in 
the Navy. They will also not be permitted to appear for any 
interview or examination after admission to the Academy. 


4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must be 
either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

( c ) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a subject of Nepal, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and the East African 
countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Repub- 
lic of Tan z mi a (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) 
with the intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (d) and 
( e) above shall he a person in whose favour a certificate of 
eligibility has been issued by the Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on 
or after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have 
got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution; 

(ii) Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary mav be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally he admitted to the Academy subject to 
the necessary certificate being given to him by the Govern- 
ment. 

Notf. — A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule. 

5. CANDIDATES SHOULD BE MEDICALLY FIT IN 
ALL RESPECTS FOR SERVICE IN ANY PART OF THE 
WORLD. THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS 
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ARE SHOWN IN APPENDIX II TO THE NOTIEI- 
CATION. 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE 
REJECTED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS. 
CANDIDATES ARE THEREFORE, ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXA MINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICA- 
TIONS TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL 
STAGE. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by the Services Selection Board will be medically examined 
by a Board of Service Doctors, A candidate who is not 
declared fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to 
the Academy. The very fact that the medical examination 
has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not 
mean or imply that the candidate has been finally selected. 
The proceedings of the Medical Board are confidential and 
cannot be divulged to any one. The results of candidates 
declare unfit temporarily unfit are intimated to them along 
with the procedure for submission of fitness certificate and 
appeal, No requests for the results of Medical Boeird will 
be entertained by the President of the Medical Board. 

Candidates for the Army are advised in their own interest 
that if their vision, does not come upto the standard, they 
must bring with them their correcting glasses if and when 
called up for Services Selection Board Interview/Medical 
Examination. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they 
complete their full training. A candidate who marries 
subsequent to the date of his application though successful 
at this or any subsequent examination, will not be selected 
for training. A candidate who marries while in training 
shall be discharged and will be liable to refund all expendi- 
ture incurred on him by the Government. 

7. A candidate for admission to the examination must 
have attained the age of 16 years and must not have attained 
the age of 18 years on the first day of the month in which 
the course at the National Defence Academy is due to 
commence. 

Provided that for the course commencing in January, 
1972, candidates who have attained the age of 18 years 
but have not attained the age of 181 years on the 1st day 
of the month in, which the course at the National Defence 
Academy is due to commence will also be eligible for ad- 
missidn to the examination. 

THE PRESCRIBED AGE LTM1TS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED. 

8. A candidate must have passed one of the following 
examinations : 

(i) Higher Secondary Examination of a State Education 
Board or of any University incorporated by an Act 
of the Central or State Legislature in India or other 
educational Institutes established by an Act erf 
Parliament or declared to be deemed as Univer- 
sities under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission Act, 1956; 

(ii) Pre-University Examination of any University in- 
corporated by an Act of the Central or State Legis- 
lature in India, or other educational Institutes, esta- 
blished by an Act of Parliament or declared to be 
deemed as Universities under Section 3 of the Uni- 
versity Grants Commission Act, 1956; 

(iii) Indian School Certificate Examination,; 

(iv) Higher Secondary Examination of Sri Aurobindo 
International Centre of Education, Pondicherry; 

(v) First year examination of the Intermediate Course 
of a recognised Board of Education, or a University 
incorporated by an Act of the Central or State 
Legislature in India, or other educational Institutes 
established by an Act of Parliament or declared to 
be deemed as Universities under Section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission Act, 1956, 

Note 1. — In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who haa not any of the 
qualifications prescribed in this rale, as educationally qualified 
provided that he possesses qualifications, the standard of 


which, in the opinion of the Commission, justifies fejs ad- 
mission to the examination. 

Note 2. — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render him eligible to 
appear at this examination but has not been informed of 
the result may apply for admission, to the examination. A 
candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying exami- 
nation may ulso apply. Such candidates will be admitted 
to this examination, if otherwise eligible, but the admission 
would be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancella- 
tion if they do not produce proof of having passed the 
examination, as soon as passible, and in any case not later 
than a date which may be fixed by the Union Public Service 
Commission in this regard. 

9. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course at 
the National Defence Academy but were removed therefrom 
for lack of officer-like qualities or on disciplinary grounds 
will not be admitted to the Academy. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the 
National Defence Academy on medical grounds or left the 
above Academy voluntarily are, however, eligible for admis- 
sion to the Academy provided they satisfy the medical and 
other prescribed conditions, 

10. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tempered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution, be debarred either permanently 
or for a specified period : — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and; 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
them. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission, 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

14. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix I to the Notification, 

15. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Anncxure I 
to the Commission’s Notice. 

16. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as fixed by the Commission in 
their discretion. Such candidates shall appear before a Ser- 
vices Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests, 
where candidates for the Army/Navy will be assessed in 
officer potentiality, and those for the \ir Force m Pilot 
Aptitude and officer potentiality. The maximum marks obtain- 
able at these tests are 900. 

To be acceptable candidates for the Army/Navy should 
secure the minimum qualifying marks, separately in (i) 
written examination, and (lit officer potentiality tests, as fixed 
by the Commission in their discretion, and candidates for 
the Air Force should secure the minimum qualifying marks 
separately in (i) written examination, (ii) officer potentiality 
test, and (iii) ffilol Aptitude Test, as fixed by ihe Commission 
in their discretion. Subject to these conditions, the qualified 
candidates will then be placed in the final order of 
merit on the basis of total marks secured by them in the 
written examination, and the Services Selection Board Tests 
: n two separate lists- — one for the Army and the Navy and 
the other for the Air Force, The names of candidates who 
qualify for all the Services will appear in both the Merit 
Lists. The final selection for admission lo the Army and 
Naval Wings of the National Defence Academy will be made 
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in tjrder of merit up to the number of vacancies avail- 
able from the order of merit list for the Army and the 
Naw and for the Air Force Wing from the order of merit 
list for the Mr Force subject to medical fitness and suitability 
in all other respects. The candidates who arc common to 
both the merit lists will be considered for selection from both 
Ihe lists with reference to their order of preferences and iti 
the event of their final selection from one list, rhcii names 
will he cancelled from the other list. 

N.R. — EVF.RY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE 
IS GIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TEST ONLY ONCE. THE 
GRADE SECURED BY H'M AT THE FIRST TEST WILL 
THEREFORE HOLD GOOD FOR EVERY SUBSEQUENT

SELECTION BO \RD. A CANDIDATE WHO FAILS

Candidates when r-dlej for interview hv a Services Selection 
Board nr for m-dimi examination i” for subsequent train- 
ing will he eligible for travelling allowance in accordance 
with thr nilrs th*n in fc-rce. Cnndidales who have pre- 
viously been before a Services Selection Board for the same 
ivne of Commission ;u-r no i entitled to travelling allowance 
when eal'rd no for Services Selection Board interview or 
Medical Examination, on subsequent occasions. 

17. The form and manner of communication of the remit 
of the examination to individual candidates shall he decided 
hv Uic Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

18. Success in the examination confers no right of admks- 
rion to the Academy. A candidate must Satisfy the appoint- 
ing authority that he is suitable in all respects for admission 
to the Academy, 

)9. Candidates finally selecled will undergo a three-vear 
course at the National Defence Academy. After this (fu-ee 
year training the successful candidates will undergo further 
specialists training f the Service for which thev may be 
sel*cted. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets 
will he mbiec'erl to the discipline of the Acttdemy. Brief 
particulars of the training and of the Services are given in 
Appendix III to the Notification. 

20. Immediately after the selected candidates join the 
Academy, a nreliminaiy examination will be held in the fol- 
lowing subjects ; — 

fa) English; 

(b) Mathematics; 

(c) Science; 

(d) Hindi. 

The standard oC the examination in the subjects, at (a), 
th) a"d (cl will not be higher than, that of the Higher 
Secondary Examination of an Indian University nr Board 
of Higher Secondary Education. The paper in the subject 
at (d) is intended to test the standard attained by the candi- 
date in Hindi at the time of joining the Academy. 

Candidates are. therefore, advised not to neglect their 
studies at ier 'by competitive examination. 

21 Before n candidate joins the Academy, the parent or 
guardian will be required to sign : 


(a) a certificate to the effect that he fully understands 
that be or his son or ward shall not be entitled to 
claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in. respect of any injury which his scut 
or ward may sustain in the course of or as a result 
of the training or where bodily inflimity or death 
results in the course of or as a result of a surgical 
operation performed upon or anaesthesia adminis- 
tered to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid or otherwise. 

(b) A bond to the effect that, if for any reasons con- 
sidered within the control of the candidate he 
wishes to withdraw before the completion of the 
course or fails to accept a commission, if offered, 
he will be liable to refund the whole or such por- 
tion of the cost of tuition, food, clothing and pay 
and allowances received as may be decided upon 
by Government. 

22. The cost of training including accommodation, books, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne by 
the Govcrnmment. Parents or guardians of cadets will, 
however, be required to meet their pocket and other private 
expenses. Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 30.00 p.m. If in any case a cadet’s parent or guardian, 
ijPun able to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure, 
financial assistance up to Rs. 30,00 p.m, may he granted by 
the Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
income of Rs. 350,00 p.m. or above would be eligible for 
the grant of the financial assistance. The immovable pro- 
perty and other assets and income from all sources are also 
taken into account for determining the eligibility for finan- 
cial assistance. 

The parent/guardian of a candidate, desirous of having 
tiny financial assistance should immediately after his son/ 
ward having been finally selected for training at th- National 
Defence Academy, submit an application through the District 
Magistrate of his District who will forward the application 
with his recommendation to the Commandant, National 
Defence Academy, KHARAKVASLA.

24. The following scholarships are tenable at the National 
Defence Academy. 

(1) PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholar- 
ship. — This scholarship is granted to boys who belong to 
MAHARASHTRA AND 1 KARNATAK and whose parent’s 
income is between Rs. 350.00 and 500.00 per mouth' from 
ah sources. The value of the scholarship is equal to the 
Government financial assistance. It is admissible for the 
duration of a Cadet's stay in the National Defence Academy 
and other Pre-commission training establishments subject to 
the Cadet’s good conduct and satisfactory progress in the 
training and his parents income remaining below the prbscrib- 
cd limit. Cadets, who are granted this scholarship, will not 
be entitled to any other financial assistance from the Govern- 
ment, 

(2) COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scho- 
larship. — This scholarship is of the value of Rs 360 00 per 
annum and is awarded to a MARATHA cadet who should 
be the son of an e.r-servicoman. The scholarship is in 
addition to any financial assistance from the Government. 

(3) KLJER SINGH MEMORIAL Scholarships —Two 
scholarships are awarded to two cadets who obtain the 
highest position amongst candidates from BIHAR The 
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value of each scholarship is Rs,. 37,00 per mensem tenable 
for a maximum period of 4 years during the training al 
the National Defence Academy, Kharatvasla and thereafter 
af the Indian Military Academy Dehra Dun and the Air 
Force Flying College and Naval Training Establishments 
where the cadets may be sent for training on completion 
of their training at the National Defence Academy. The 
scholarship will, however, be continued subject to making 
good progress at the above institutions. 

(4) ,ASSAM GOVERNMENT Scholarships'. — Two scho- 
larships will be awarded to the cadets from ASSAM.

(6) KERALA GOVERNMENT Scholarship, — One scho- 
larship of the annual value of Rs. 360.00 is awarded for each 
course at Ihe National Defence Academy during the entire 
period of training by the KERALA State Government to 
the students who secure admission to the Academy after 
passing out from the Rashtriya Indian Military College, Dehra 
Dun, and who have been domiciled in the State of KER\LA 
This scholarship is awarded to a cadet who is not eligible 
for Government of India assistance and whose parent or 
guurdian has a monthly income below Rs. 500.00 per 
mensem. 

(7) BIHAR! LAL MANDARIN! Prize.— This is u cash 
prize of Rs. 300.0(1 available for the best BENGALI bov in 
each Course of the Academy. Application forms are avail- 
able with the Commandant, Nafional Defence Academy. 

(8) ORJSSV GOVERNMENT Scholarships.—' Three sch- 
larships, one for the Army, one for the Navy and the other 
for the Air Force of the value of Rs. 80.00 each per month 
will be awarded by the Government of Orissa to the cadets 
who are permanent residents of the Stale of ORISSA. Two 
of these scholarships will be awarded on the basis of nierit- 
cum - means of the cadets whose parent's or guardian’s income 
does not exceed Rs, 5,000 per annum and the other one will 
be given to the best cadet irrespective of llig parent’s or 
guardian’s income. 

(9) WEST BENGAL GOVERNMENT scholarships,— 
Following categories of scholarships are awarded by the West

INTELLIGENCE AND PERSONALITY TEST 

In addition to the interview the candidates will be put to 
Intelligence Tests both verbal and non-verbal, designed to 
assess their basic intelligence They will also be put to Group 
Tests, such as group discussions, group planning, outdoor 
group tasks, and asked to give brief lectures on specified 
subjects. All these tests are intended to judge the mental 
calibre of a candidate. In broad terms, this is really an 
assessment of not only his intellectual qualities but also his 
social traits and interests in current affairs.

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO 
THE NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 

To be passed fit. for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty. 


2, It will, however, be ensured Lhat : — 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
development, serious maliermation or obesity; 

( b ) there is no disease, maldevclopmcnt or impairment 
of function of tire, bones or joints and thru no cervi- 
cal rib is detectable on physical examination. 

No ir. — A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib detected 
incidentally only on skiagram of the chest, when 
this is done, and in whom there are no signs or 
symptoms referable to the cervical rib, may he 
considered fit and a note to this eJfcct is to be 
recorded by the medical officer in the medical board 
proceedings, 

(c) there is no malformation of flic head, deformity 
from fracture or depression of the bones of the 
skull; 

(d) there is no impediment of speech; 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease of cither car, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative obilis media or evidence of radical or 
modified radical mastoid operation; 

Note. — A soundly healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without 
impairment of hearing should not be a bar to 
acceptance of a candidate for th® Army. 

(f) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx 
and accessory sinusesi; 

Note. — A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of 
the nasal septum would not be a cause for outright 
rejection and such cases' would be referred to the 
Adviser in Octology, 

(g) there are no enlarged glands due to tuberculosis or 
other diseases in tire neck and other parts of the 
body and that the thyroid gland is normal; 

N.B. — Scars ol’ operation for the removal of tuberculosis 
glands are not a cause for rejection provided that 
there has been no active disease within the preceding 
five years and the chest is clinically and radiologi- 
callv clear. 

(h) There is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsils or 
gums or any disease or injury affecting the normal 
function of either mandibular ioints; 

N.B, — Simple hypertrophy oi the tonsils, if there is no 
hislorv of attacks of toosilitis, is not a cause for 
rejection, 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

()) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this diseas'c or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

Ik) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; 

(1) InguStal hernia (unoperated) will be a cause for 
rejection. 

N.B,— In the case of candidates who have been operated 
for hernia, they may be declared fit provided—

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training during the first two and a half years is common to 
the cadets of three wings. The academic training imparted 
will be upto degree level in Science or Humanitis as the case 
may be. 

2. On passing out from lire National Defence Academy, 
Army Cadets go to the Indian Military Academy, Dchradtm 
Naval Cadets to the Cadets’ Training Ship and Air Force 
cadets to Air Force Academy, Hyderabad. 

3. At the I.M.A. Army Cadets arc known as Gentlemen 
cadets and arc given strenuous military training for a period 
of one year aimed at turning officers capable of leading 
infantry sub-units. On successful completion of training 
Gentlemen cadets are granted Permanent Commission in the 
rank of 2nd/Ll. subiect to being medically fit in Category 
‘A’. 

4. The Naval cadets are selected for the Executive, Engi- 
neering Electrical and Supply and Secretariat Branches of the 
Navy, on passing out from the Notional Defence Academy 
and are given sea training on the Cadets Training Ship for 
a period of six months, on successful completion of which, 
they are promoted to the rank of Midshipman. After a fur- 
ther paining of 12 months in the respective branches to 
which they are allocated they are promoted to the rank of 
acting Sub •Lieutenants. 

5. Air force Cadets receive Basic and Intermediate flying 
training for one year (six months at euch stage). This is 
followed by further training of six months in the advanced 
stage in one of the roles for which he is considered fit e.g. 
Fighter, Transport, Support etc. After successful completion 
of training, thev are commissioned as Pilot Officers and 
awarded flying badges. If a cadet shows inadequate aptitude 
for flying, he may be considered for General Duties (Naviga- 
tion) Branch or for training in Administrative and Special 
Duties Branches or in the Equipment Branch where they are 
given (ruining for a period of one year to 18 months on 
successful completion of which they are commissioned as 
Pilot Officers on probation in the concerned Branches.
